The emperor, it is stated, declares 
that he will not take the initiative in 
breaking up the Berlin treaty, but that 
Austro-Hungarian interests force him 
to take into account certain eventuali- 
ties independent of hie will, notably re- 
suits which may follow the proclama- 
tion of the independence of Bulgaria, 
which, he says, appears imminent. The 
emperor concludes his letter with the 


statement that the occupation by Aus- 
tria-Hungary of Bosnia and Herzego- 
wina must be considered definitive.

railway to Turkey “to save her face,” 
and then transferance of the company 
to the Bulgarian government. 

The English press expresses sur- 
prise that Austria and Bulgaria should 
plot against Turkey and asks if the 
great powers will submit to having 
obstacles placed in the way of the 
regeneration of Turkey. 

TURKEY HOPEFUL FOR PEACE, 
BUT PREPARES FOR CONFLICT 


Constantinople, October 4.—Although 
a peaceful settlement of the Bulgarian 
question is desired, Turkey is pushing 
preparations to meet any developments 
in the situation. Orders have been 
given for the first division of cavalry, 
consisting of six regiments, to be ready 
for immediate departure, with eight 
regiments of the second corps and six 
of the third.

Today's meeting was in the interest of 
labor, and was one of a series to be 
given this week. The speakers were 
Dr. Flick. John Mitchell, former presi- 
lent the United Mine Workers of 
America: Samuel Gompers, president of 
the American Federation of Labor, and 
others. 

“Tuberculosis is peculiarly a disease of 
the wage-earner.” said Dr. Flick, ‘‘and 
this is so for the very good reason that 
one of the strongest predisposing causes 
of the disease is overwork. It is an ex- 
ceedingly fatal and prevalent disease 
among wage-earners.”’ 

Danger of Wage-Earrer. 


Dr. Flick pointed out that the reason 
why the wage-earner is so likelv to con- 
tract. tuberculosis is because in many 
instances. he is overworked, he toils 
in unsanitary workshops and oftentimes 
he is underfed, which causes his pow- 
ers of resistance to be less able to 
throw off ah implantation of the ‘tu- 
bercle bacilli. If the wage-earner gets 
the implantation, Dr. Flick said, it is 
almost certain to result. fatally. 

He refuted the theory of infection 
from inheritance, saying that unless 
the tuberculosis micro-organism is ad- 
mitted into our: bodies it is not “possi- 
ble for one to become infected:- The 
need of the establishment of hospitals 
and sanatoriums for the care of conta- 
gious and non-contagious consumptives 
was emphasized.

There. appears in the Columbus En- 
quirer-Sun: of September 25 an article 
purporting to give an interview. be- 
tween Governor Smith and Chairman 
Hewlett A. Hall, of the state execu- 
tive committee, which has created no 
little gossip in. political circles. Gov- 
ernor Smith has, in two published state- 
ments dealing with the alleged inter- 
view, denied that any conversation took 
Place between himself and Hr. Hall 
that would justify the published story 
and also took occasion to explain his 
position in reference to the action of 
the state democratic executive commit- 
tee in 1906, in requiring a certain 
Pledge printed on the ballot to be voted 
in-the ‘primary of that year. Doubt- 
less the headline to the Enquirer-Sun 
article was the part most distasteful 
to Governor Smith. It said: ‘Govern- 
or Smith admits making a 
Those who know the governor wel) unt- 
derstand how offensive such a state- 
ment would be to him, and perhaps it 
was the coloring which this headline 
gave the entire article which provoked 
the governor. : 

Mr. Hall has declined to make any 
statement in regard to the reported in- 
terview between himself and Governor 
Smith, saying that he had not author- 
ized the publication of the alleged in- 
terview, regardless of what was said be- 
tween them as a private conversatien, 
and refuses also to make any comment 
on the published statement of Govern- 
or Smith. 

A careful reading of the alleged inter- 
view, as published tn the Enquirer-Sun 
of September 25, and the authorized 
statement as made by the governor and 
published in The Constitution of Sep- 
tember 30, will reveal but little substan- 
tia) difference. In his authorized state- 
ment the governor says: “Any claim 
that I said anyone but a ‘regular old 
line democrat’ should vote in a demo- 
eratic primary is false.’” In this state- 
ment the governor is combating what, 
in reality, does not appear in the al- 
leged interview. No such language 4s 
above denied by the governor can be 
found in the interview as published by 
the Enguirer-Sun. On the substantial

Is there really any material differ- 
ence between the two statements? In 
effect they both declare for party regu- 
larity, and both declare that demo- 
crats should contro] their own affairs 
without outside Interference. 

But it would seem that the real pur- 
pose of Governor Smith’s denial of the 
alleged interview, as published in The 
Enquirér-Sun of September 25, was to 
correct anv impression that might arise 
in the public mind conveying the idea 
that he had changed his mind with 
reference to the rule adopted by the 
state democratic executive committee 
in 1906. The governor is unwilling to 
admit that his criticism of the action 
of that committee two years ago was 
not well taken. It will be remembered 
that in (806 Governor Smith and his 
campaigners inveighed with much bit- 


terness against the action of the state | 


committee in r@quiring the pledge that 
Was prescribed for the ballot voted in 
that primary. That there may be no 
mistake we print below the re@uired 
pledge, together with the rule adopted 
by the state committeé in 1906: 
“STATE DEMOCRATIC PRIMARY 
TION, 1906. 

‘By voting this ticket I hereby déclare that 
I am an organized democratic, and I hereby 
pledge myself to support the organized de- 
mocraty, both state and national.’’ 

The rule adopted by the committee 
in reference to said pledge was as fol- 
lews: 

“No ballot cast in said primary election 
without such caption and obligation shall be 
counted by the managers. That while white 
voters, without regard to past political affilia- 
tions, who desire to align themselves with 
the democratic party are hereby {fnvited, in 
good faith, to participate fn said primary, this 
invitation is extended only to such voters a8 
accept it in the same spirit of good faith fn 
which it is extended. Inasmuch as there bas 
arisen a@ controversy as to the meaning of 
the word ‘align’ in the foregoing, we declare 
that, as herein used, it means to join the or- 
ganized democratic party and become a dem- 
ocrat in good faith.’’ 

Compare the language as used by the 
state committee in 1906 with the 
above authorized statement of Gov- 
ernor Smith as published in The Con- 
stitution of September 30, and it will 
be séen that no substantial difference 
exists. They practically mean the same 
thing, to-wit: that each voter partic- 
ipating in the democratic pTtimary 
should, in good faith, declare himselt 
to be an organized democrat, with the 
present purpose end intention of sup- 
porting its policies, both state and 
national. And yet it was this rule of 
the atate committee in [906 which 
Governor Smith and his friends so 
harshly condemned, one of his chiet 
fugiemen going so far as to denounce 
the members of the committee as 
“cattle.” : 

Governor Smith now says that his 
main objection to the rule prescribed 
by the committee tn 1906 was On the 
ground that it required the voter to 
pledge himself to remain a democrat 
for twa years. The language of the 
rule, as above set out, is hot capable 
of this construction. It only requires 
that the voter, at the time, have the 
present purpose and intention of sup- 
porting the state and national demoe-

In his authorized statement, as pub- 
lished in The Constitution of Septem- 
ber 30, Governor Smith says: “There 
is a vast a@ifference in undertaking ‘o 
pledge a man as to how he will vote 
two years in the future, and requiring 
that he have no present purpose to 
vote against the national democracy 
at an election, about to take place.

No ohe has ever contended for the 
adoption of a. rule that would bind a 
man to continue a democrat. The 
right to change one’s party affiliation, 
for good and sufficient reasons, is con- 
ceeded to every man. The only legiti- 
mate requirement that an executive 
committee should prescribe is that the 
voter, at the time of participating in 
the party primary, should have the 
present purpose and intention of align- 
ing “himself, in goed faith, with the 
party in whose primary he is then 
participating. In other words, he does, 
by that act, declare -himself to .be a 
member, in good faith, of the party 
‘whose primary he enters. 

Governor Smith says in the above 
interview that every voter who partic- 
ipated in the June primary shou'd 
suport the state and national tickets, 
and by this act of participating in that 
primary declares that he had no pres- 
ent purpose to vote against the na- 
‘tional democratic ticket to be voted 
for in November. In this declaration 
the governor concedes the whole 
question, for that ts all the state com- 
i: mittee in 1906 realky. required. 
| It may not be out of place just here 
(to remind the governor that at a spe- 
cial meeting of the state democratic 
| committee, of which Judge A. L. Miller 
i was chairman, Hon. A. H. Cox, of At- 
‘lanta, filed a written application ask- 
ing the committee to submit to the vot- 
ers in the June primary the question 
of their cholce of a democratic candi- 
date for president and for delegates- 
at-large to the national convention. 
This request was refused by the com- 
mittee, so that, by the action of Judge 
‘Miller’s committee, the people were re- 
fused the right to express their prefer- 
lence for a democratic candidate for 
president, or to express their choice for 
delegates-at-large from Gedérgia to the 
national convention. The governor will 
abso recall] that at said special meeting

| Is it not apparent from the action 
,»of Judge Miller’s committee in declin- 
‘ing to submit to the voters in the June 
iprimary any national issues, and aiso 
in amending rule 8 @ shown above, 
that the voters in said primary were 
circumecribed to state issues only, and 
that the delegates to assemble in the 
State convention should represent state 
policies only? If this be correct, then 
how did participation in the June pri- 
mary (Where the voter was expressly 
denied the right of voice in any na- 
tio? tssues, and the delegates select- 
ed mere limited to represent state is- 
Sues Only) bind a voter to support the 
nominees of the national convention; 
It can be only upon the assumption 
that all who participated id* the June | 
primary did so as democrats, and, as 
democrats, are bound to support the 
national ticket. According to the theory 
of Governor Smith, that you cannot 
bind a man for two years, it would 
equally be true that you cannot bind 
him for six months. In the proper 
view of the whole subject, no frule 
should be prescribed that proposes to 
| bind a voter to remain a member of a 
|party for any definite length of time, 
ibut only that he pledge himself to be, 
in good faith, a member of the organ- 
jization whose primary he enters, with 
| no present purpose or intent to align 
‘himself with any other organization. 

While it is very much to be hoped | 

that all who voted in the June primary | 
iewill support the national d@emocratic | 
|ticket, yet perfect candor compels the 
conclusion that participation in the 
iJune primary, in which the voters were 
|expressly denied the right of choice or 
voice in national matters, does not ipso 
ifacto bind them to support the national 
| democratic ticket. 
The late state convention adopted the 
jwhite primary plan, which of course is 
binding on all democrats until another 
convention, duly organized under party 
authority, changes thie rule. In view 
of the facts set out above, Governor 
Smith and his friends can not evade the 
responsibility of causing the conditions 
which brought dbout the necessity for 
the adoption of the existing white pri- 
mary plan. 


Courts and Schools. 
(From the New York Post.) 

Georgia’s long struggle with the con- 
vict lease system promises not to end 
with prison reform. It has talled at- 
tention to the deeper causes of crime, 
cruelty and political foulness. While 
studying convicts and their keepers, 
Georgia women, who have led the re- 
form movement ig their state, have dis- 
covered the connection between illiter- 
acy and law-breaking; and they are 
now drgving this fact home. Census re- 
ports and local budgets furnish them 
with campaign literature aplenty. Geor- 
gia is one of the most illiterate states 
in the uBion; less than four-fifths of 
her white children and one-half of-her 
pickaninnies can find seats in her 
schools, 

How false this parsimony is, The At- 
lanta Constitution shows in the single 
remark that the state’s “buildings for 
judicial and punitive purposes represent 
an investment twice as great as that for 
schoo] houses,’ and, in a Ietter to the 
same journal, Mrs. Bmma Garrett Boyd, 
president of the Southern Association of 
College“Women, points out that, since 
1890, Georgia has lost rank In every re- 
spect save population, according to cen- 
sus bulletins. A sorry showing indeed! 
We can only believe that the courage- 
ous, indefatigable women who are dis- 
contented with this state of affairs, and 
brave newspapers like The Constitu- 
tion, wil] fill Georgia with good schools 
more easily than they rid her of con- 
vict camps.

We do not have to search long to 
find Out the cause of tais peculiar con- 
dition in which every horse and mule 
owner wants oats and yet so few are 
sown and the crop has occupied such 
a low place in the census reports of the 
southern states. 

The first and most obvious'reason Way 
the crep has received so little attention 
for many years is the uncertainty due 
to the Hability to winter-killing when 
sown in the fall The next is the fact 
that the land must &g prepared and tue 
secd sown almost in the very midst of 
the cetton picking season, and the aver- 
age farmer has not been willing to let 
anything tnterfere with this sacred 
crop. These reasons have led to aurried 
and insufficient preparation, scant seed- 
ing and little or no fertilisation, result- 
ing usually dif the crop escapes winter- 
Killing) in poor yields and little satis- 
faction. 

But the danger of winter-killing has 
been so minimised by the discovery of 
the “open furrow” plan of sowing oats 
that there need be no more fear of that 
casualty than in the case of wheat, or 
rye or barley. From being the most 
uncertain crop cats have come to be 
about the most certain that may be 
grown in the south. The credit for this 
simple, effective plan is due to the 
Georgia experigient station during the 
administgation of tae writer as director, 
The following short account or history 
of the evolution of the method is taken 
from a recent essay on the sufoject by 
the writer, based on bulletin No, 44, en- 
titled, “Wheat, Oats, Rye and Barley,’ 
! published by the station in 1899: 

“On the Station Farm we have found 
;even when the drills were laid two 
| feet, or one and-a half feet, apg@rt, 
using a common scooter plow, o& bet- 
ter, a single-row fertilizer and seed- 
distributor, that oats so sown always 
produce a larger yield than when sown 

breuadcast and harrowed in. But a 
more important discovery is the fact 
'that when the seed are sown in open 
‘furrows and barely covered, leaving 
the furrow open, or unfilled, the oat 
plantS are very much less Hable to 
be killed by a severe frost. The idea 
was conceived several vears ago. and 
annualivy since we have sown the larg- 

portion of the fall sown area in 
drills eighteen to twenty-four inehes 
apart, latterly using a Gantt fertilizer- 
dvwtributor. This sows but one row 
at a time, has no covering attachment, 
but simply opens a small furrow and 
sows the seed, the single wheel follow- 
ing in the furrow and barely covering 
the seed and pressing the-soil. The re- 
sult is the plants come up One and a 
half or two itnches below the g neral 
surface, and the ‘crown’ of each pliant 
is formed and established, say to two 
and a half inches pelow the general 
surface. The winter rains, light 
freezes and thaws gradually, but only 
partly, fill in the open furrow, and the 
more yital and sensative parts of the 
plants are Jjeft at the original depth, 
| below the reach of even very severe 
treezes. 

“The long anticipated freeze at last 
, came and our theory was put to a cru- 
, cial test. On February 8, 1899, the 
thermometer sank to !I5 degrees, fol- 
|'lowed on successive mornings by /19 
and {7 degrees. On the !2th it was 
down to i! degrees, ang on the morn- 
ing of the {I3th it stood at 7 degrees 
| below zero, the coldest day since Feb- 
ruary 8, 1835. The result was that 
'fall-sown oats and January-sown oats 
were pretty generally destroyed every- 
where. But our open-furrow drilled 
oats, excepting two acres, stood the 
test remarkably weil, and, though se- 
riously injured, made forty bushels to 
ithe acre. Of the two acres so planted 
that were badly killed, the rows. were 
laid east and west; on all the other 
' sections the rows were laid north and 
south;

But the other tenths, of 
which the furrows were left open, al- 
though severely injured, produced for- 
ty bushels of grain per acre, or more 
than half of the expected full crop.

| J may add that since the date of the 
‘quotation just read we have had no 
,such low temperature, yet low enough 
,to still farther confirm the conclusions 
‘reached itn regard to the efficacy of the 
-open furrow plan of sowing oats. It 
lmay be well to remark that a very low 
|temperature is by no means the sole 
,factor controlling the effect of cold 
on a crop of oats. The results of a 
|; freeze will depend very materially on 
| the weather for a week or two preced- 
ing, and on the condition of the oat 
plant. A moderately cold snap, say a 
rinimum temperature of no lower 
than 15 degres, may prove fatal to a 
crop of oats sown in the ordinary way, 
provided such drop in. temperature 
shall immediately follow a spell of 
mild weather, inducing a tender, suc- 
culend condition of the plants. As a 
rule a very much lower temperature 
will be required to injure oats in Jan- 
uary or February than would suffice 
to utterly destroy them in March. I 
have heard certain temperatures 
spoken of as the “danger point.” or 
“dead line.” T once believed that oats 
eculd not survive a temperature of 16 
degrees Fahrenheit, but long ago 
learned by experience that there is no 
definite point of the thermometric 
scale below which would be fatal and 
above which would be harmless.

AN IMPROVED SYSTEM OF FARMING. 


W. T. Holliday, Lumpkin, Ga.—I shal! be 
glad to have your opinion on the following 
points : 

Would a continuous cropping in oats, fol- 
lowed by peas, cut for hay, and oats an‘ 
oats hay sold, except enough for stock nec- 
essary to do the work wun the place, tend to 
improve or run down the land? 

[ have some poor, run-down old land 
which I am tired trying to raise cotton, 
which possibly could be improved by 
Cats and hay method. I should like to have 
full details as to the most profitable way of 
managing it. The land has gray top soil, 
With red clay subsoil from six to eight inches 
from surface. I also have a piece which has 
been liberally fertilize® ¢nis year for corn, 
which I wish to sow in oats. How many 
bushels of seed per aere should I sow to make 
60 bushels per acre, and how much and what 
fertilizers should I use, the land being capable 
Of producing about a half bale of cotton per 
acre withont further fertilizer? 

Answer—The continuous cropping of 
the same lang in oats followed 
cowpeas, ‘“‘the oats and hay to be 
except enough for stock necessary 
do the work on the place,” would 
doubtless result in a steady improve- 
ment of the soil, provided the oats 
and peas be properly fertilized. But 
the seling of oats (or any Other 
@rain) and hay from a run-down soil 
is not considered good policy; it is not 
scientific farming. “The correct idea ?s 
to feed the oats—grain and straw—as 
well as the cowpea hay to growing 
and fattening live’ stock, thus getting 
the feed value and also the manurial 
value of these crops. The selling of 
the grain and hay produced is a grad- 
ual robbing of the soil fertility. 

Il have long advised a three or 
year rotation of crops, and have 
quently given the genera] outlines and 
(‘a few of the details of the system. Il 
‘'yould not “cut out” the cotton crop, 
,; but I woulq make not less than one 
i baie to the acre as a minimum, after 
getting the system well under way. 

This is the general plan: 

First Year—Corn and cowpeas, 
moderately fertilizer, the corn to be 
cut and shocked instead of “pulling 
fodder” and throwing away the stalks, 
and shredding the latter for winter 
| feed and bedding. 

' Second Year—Oats 
fall, im ‘“‘open 
‘liberally fertilized, the oats to 
| threshed and fed on the farm. 
ljiand to be then sown to cowpeas, 
| tilized, and vines made into hay.

fhird Year—Plant in seed of the best 
variety of cotton obtainable, fertiliz- 
ing liberally. (500 to 600 
acre) with a 1lto—3--3, 
8—<.4-—2.4, or, better, buy acid phos- 
phate, muriate of potash and exchange 
your cotton seed for meal, and mix at 
home: Acid phosphate, 1,000 pounds; 
cotton seed meal, 67! pounds; muriate, 
74 pounds. Sow seed of one of the 
vetches, or crimson clover, etc., In the 
cotton in September or October, as a 
cover crop, to be turneg under in 
March. 

The above plan may be 
modified as conditions and 
{stances may seem to justify. For 
stance, if the land be much run down, 
the oats and peas may be sown two 
years in succession; then cotton; then 
corn and peas. Sometimes it may be 
well to collow cotton with oats—in 
whole or in part.. This may be easily 
done without meterial injury to the

i this crop may take the place of cot-

crop. In wheat-growmg regions it 
may substitute, in part, the oat crop, 
and so on. 

Of course,

zood area in permanent pasture; there 
should be minor forage crops, potatoes, 
sorghum, orchards, etc. 

The plan carried out would produce 
more grain (corn and oats) and forage 
than could possibly be consumeg by 
the ordinary work animals, etc. This 
objection (7) may be met by breeding 
and feeding beef cattle, hogs, horses 
and mules, sheep and goats, fowls, 
etc. To stock-raising, the southern 
farmer must come at last, if we are to 
establish our agriculture on a firm 
and enduring basis of prosperity. 
There is no other foundation on which 
we may build. There is no country on 
th face of the globe where agriculture 
is prosperous if not based on stock- 
breeding and fattening of One sort or 
other. 

I was about to forget: Sow two 
pushels of good seeq oats per acre, in 
open furrows, and apply at sowing—in 
the furrows with the seed-—200 pounds 
acid phosphate (I4 per cent); 250 
pounds of cotton seed meal; 50 pounds 
of muriate of potash. Top-dress early 
in March with 50 or 75 pounds nitrate 
of soda. Increase the amounts of each 
of the first three, if you like, by 50 to 
100 per cent. RR. ws
